The Finance Committee has 
created a sub-committee to 
examine Andover’s negotiation 
process. It has been working to 
produce a document that will lay 
out the cost of on-the-job perks 
and benefits in a way that the 
average resident can understand. 
The idea is to give the town a 
solid comprehension of its con- 
tracts. It will also help reveal 
how successful ongoing and 
future negotiations were, by 
measuring the new benefits costs 
against those in the previous 
contract. Marden and other 
members of the Finance Com- 
mittee would like this informa- 
tion to be available to the public 
and presented clearly. 

As far as paid days off, Mar- 
den said there is a considerable 
difference in the cost between 
giving paid holidays to say, 
police officers, and giving them 
to school secretaries 

“We don’t replace secretaries 
at time an a half. That's a big 
factor,” she said. “These were all 
agreed to in negotiations over a 
long period of time. It’s all trade- 
offs, many, many years of trade- 
offs.” 


Schools 

School instructional assistants 
do not have any paid holidays, 
but the union is hoping to change 
that during upcoming negotia- 
tions.

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said Sue Cullen, co-president of 
the Andover Assistants Organi- 
zation. Cullen said the response 
has been that it would be “too 
costly.” 

“They flat out said it would 
cost too much,” she said, adding, 
“We are one of the lower paid 
units.” 

According to Cullen, senior- 
level instructional assistant posi- 
tions earn around $23,000 per 
year. She said offering paid holi- 
days would be a nice perk to 
help offset the low pay. 

“Everyone looks for incen- 
tives when you are doing any 
kind of bargaining,” she said. 

She said paid holidays make 
sense for the union. Two person- 
al days have been worked into 
the contract, but she said it is not 
easy to take time off during the 
school year. She said adding 
paid holidays would be an ideal 
perk since it would not leave 
anyone short-handed, since 
school is not in session on holi- 
days. 

“] think it’s very reasonable 
because we're off anyway,” she 
said. “It would just be nice to 
give our membership some 
hope. They work so hard. You 
are dealing with people. You are 
not just dealing with paper- 
work.” 

Like the instructional assis- 
tants, Andover school teachers 
do not receive any paid holidays. 
Technically, they receive their 
salary for working 184 days per 
year, minus any sick days they 
take 

Cullen argues that there is a 
significant difference in the pay 
between the jobs. 

According to Tom Meyers, it 
is standard practice in Massa- 
chusetts for teachers not to 
receive holiday pay or vacation 
time. “If we are not working we 
are not paid,” said Meyers, union 
president and a teacher at 
Andover High School 

Marden points out that teach- 
ers are paid their salaries — and 
teachers make between $34,230 
and $76,550 — for working 184 
days per year. “Does that mean 
they have paid vacation? There’s 
not really something to compare 
it to,” said Marden 


Secretaries 

As the instructional assistants 
push for paid holidays, there are 
other groups in the school 
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Memorial Day not a paid holiday for all 


department that have already 
succeeded, With 15 paid holi- 
days — Labor Day, Columbus 
Day, Thanksgiving and the day 
after Thanksgiving, Martin 
Luther King Day, Good Friday, 
Rosh Hashana, Veterans Day, 
Christnas, Presidents Day, Yom 
Kippur, New Year’s Day, Patri- 
ots Day, Memorial Day and 
Independence Day — marked on 
their pay calendar, secretaries are 
privy to more paid holidays than 
any other school or 
employees in Andover. 

According to the secretaries’ 
contract, they are paid for 15 
specified holidays “provided the 
employee works on the last 
scheduled day prior to the holi- 
day and the last scheduled day 
after the holiday.” 

Secretaries who work 42 
weeks out of the year are paid 
for holidays that fall within the 
work week, but again must work 
the days before and after the hol- 
iday.

Department heads 

Town department heads and 
independent town employees 
have 11 paid holidays plus a 
floating paid day off to be hon- 
ored between Thanksgiving and 
New Year’s, said Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski. Stapezynski 
said he does not consider the 
floating vacation day an actual 
holiday. He said it is more of a 
personal day with guidelines 

“To me, personally, I don’t 
mind one way or the other. The 
floater is nice because it gives 
you some options,” said Plant 
and Facilities Director 
Piantedosi.

DPW and maintenance 

Several of Piantedosi’s work- 
ers under the AFSCME union 
for public works and plant and 
facilities employees have 12 paid 
holidays, but the floater option is 
not in their contract. The day 
after Thanksgiving is an official 
holiday on the calendar for this 
group. 

Piantedosi said the majority 
of these workers are not sched- 
uled to work during holidays, 
with a few exceptions, such as 
security workers. 

A person working a holiday 
earns time and a half, with the 
exception of Christmas when 
working employees get triple 
their regular pay. “That’s the 


only day that we pay anything 
more than time and a half,” said 
Piantedosi. “Typically, it’s for 
emergencies 

But when a snowstorm break 
on Dec. 25, personnel costs can 
really pile up 

“It can be a very expensive 
day because of triple time,” he 
said 

According to Piantedosi 
nothing dealing with holiday 
has changed during the past two 
contract negotiations

According to Pattullo, most 
police officers end up working 
about seven holidays per year 
He said make-up holidays can- 
not be carried over if they are not 
used.

He said in addition to work- 
ing their fair share of holidays, 
police officers have a full week- 
end off only every six weeks

Fatal accident claims father 


Was packed to return to India with wife, 3-month-old son

Less than a week before he 
was supposed to return to his 
native India with his wife and 3- 
month-old Satheesh 
Nagarajaiah, 31, was killed in a 
two-car crash last Friday at a 
troublesome intersection on 
River Road, police said 

The Haverhill resident, who 
worked at Putnam Investments 
near the crash site. was pulling 
onto River Road from the Inter- 
state 93 south exit at 11:37 a.m., 
when a Dodge Durango heading 
east struck the smaller Nissan 
Sentra, crushing it on the con- 
gested roadway, said Sgt. John 
Pathiakis. 

Preliminary reports based on 
witness testimony indicate that 
Nagarajaiah ran a red light when 
he entered the intersection, 
police said. But Andover police 
Lt. Thomas Siopes cautioned 
that the crash is still under inves- 
tigation and the accident-recon- 
struction team has not reached 
any conclusions. 

“We are very early in this 
investigation ... and we don't 
know what happened,” Siopes 
said. But details are starting to 
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“It was almost a head-on 
accident,” said Andover Police 
Chief Brian Pattullo. “It’s a 
highly congested area ... with a 
lot of turning movement. Usual- 
ly, though, there’s not this high 
rate of speed.” 

Andover officials were first 
on the scene and fire rescue per- 
sonnel dismantled the Nissan to 
get to Nagarajaiah inside, Pattul- 
lo said. But as they peeled back 
the hood and cut free the passen- 
ger door, he died. 

Nagarajaiah had to be left in 
his car until a medical examiner 


could make a determination of 


death, Hashem said. A blue tar- 
paulin shielded the body from 
onlookers, who passed in a 
steady stream of traffic that 
backed up for more than a mile 
as River Road’s three westbound 
lanes were reduced to one. 

More than a dozen state and 
local police directed traffic as a 
state police accident reconstruc- 
tion team wheeled tape mea- 
sures around. Andover Police 
Department is investigating the 
accident, Lt. James Hashem 
said. but its accident-reconstruc- 
tion officer was out of town so 
state police were brought in. 

It’s not the first time the area 
has been measured off like that, 
Pattullo said. 
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"We have quite a few acci- 
dents in this area,” he said. “But 
the severity is usually not so 
great because the people are not 
going so fast. You also have the 
varying size of the vehicles 
involved. You have an SUV hit- 
ting a smaller vehicle.” 

The driver of the Durango, 
Kenneth Sargent, 59, of Tewks- 
bury, said he was traveling 
around 35 mph when the Sentra 
entered the intersection “doing a 
pretty good clip.” 

“I am completely flabber- 
gasted that I couldn't stop,” Sar- 
gent said. “My light was green 
... [could barely hit the brake an 
instant before we hit.” 

He said when he went to the 
tow lot to see his destroyed truck 
around 2:30 p.m., he saw the 
wrecked Sentra. The lot atten- 
dant told him that Nagarajaiah 
had died. 

“| feel for the poor guy,” said 
Sargent, who was taken to 
Lawrence General Hospital with 
minor soreness “from the airbag 
and seatbelt,” and was released. 

MassHighway spokesman 
Judith Forman said the lights 
were checked by a MassHigh- 
way district foreman and a state 
trooper after the accident, and 
they found the lights to be work- 
ing correctly.

exceeding $8 million. But, the 
Colombosian brothers were 
wondering how far they wanted 
to take the business. They were 
outgrowing their distribution 
plant. 

“Sales were doubling every 
year and we had to make a deci- 
sion,” Colombosian said. 

In 1977, the brothers decided 
to sell the business to Bongrain, 
a French cheese-making compa- 
ny. Bongrain eventually sold 
Colombo Yogurt to General 
Mills in 1993. 

The hometown appeal of the 
Colombosian’s story fit a new 
television ad campaign by Gen- 
eral Mills that focused on the 
company’s roots. Alice and Bob 
Colombosian became the poster 
couple for the ads, which first 
aired in 2002. General Mills in 
turn donated money to Massa- 
chusetts non-profits including 
$50,000 to the Paul Revere 
House and $90,000 to the 
Adams National Historical Park 
as part of the campaign. 

The town of Andover is also 
proud of the Colombosian story, 
and selectmen presented Bob 
with a key to Andover at their 
meeting Monday night as a way

“Making people rehearse every day 
they get mad at me, but they deal with it,” 
said Dezieck. 

Dezieck enjoys writing. She said she 
usually gets to about page 10 before decid- 
ing to discard her work. The Fate of ES 
allowed Dezieck to work with her other 
interest: the American Revolution 

“We're in Boston,” Dezieck said, 
explaining her interest in Colonial America 
Her parents also have taken her to walk the 
Freedom Trail, a historic walk around 
Boston, and to see reenactments of the Bat- 
tle of Lexington, an event in her play repro- 
duced through dance.

Dezieck has worked on researching and 
planning her production every other day 
during her last class, a study hall.

Writing from experience 


First novel from Randall Peffer blends nightmare, fiction

HEN HE WAS 10, RANDALL PEFFER 
strolled Pittsburgh’s streets 
before the sun rose over the steel 

mills. To occupy himself on his paper route, 
he began making up stories. Although he 
never wrote down any of them, Peffer con- 
siders those imaginative stories to be the 
first he ever “wrote.” 

“T used to write all in my —— 
head, write a chapter a day,” he 
said. “It helped me learn how to 
tell stories.” 

Now a writing and literature 
professor at Philips Academy in 
Andover, Peffer has returned to 
fiction storytelling. He made a 
career producing non-fiction 
writing for several publications, 
such as the National Geograph

York Times, and he published a 
few memolrs. 

“T used to tell my students 
writing for me was an excuse to 


| go on an adventure,” said Peffer, whose 


writing career has brought him to Southeast 
Asia, the Pacific Islands, Mexico and other 
far-away destinations 

His first novel will introduce readers to 
the new stage Peffer is consciously pushing 
toward. He said he sees himself producing 
more novels. In fact, a few are finished at 
home, he said. The first one readers will see 
on at the bookstores is Killing Neptune's 
Daughter, a racy murder mystery set in 
Cape Cod.

He began writing his novel 10 years ago 
in the form of a memoir. It was a coming 
of-age story about growing up in harsh sur- 
roundings. It was about the sons and daugh- 
ters of miners, with the Vietnam War as the 
backdrop to the story 

“Good writing always comes from expe- 
rience. The memoir was therapy. I liked the 
memoir a lot because it was therapy,” he 
said, 

Peffer decided to take the 
story he wrote about growing 
up and weave it into a fictional 
setting. Almost eight years 
after creating the memoir ver- 
sion, he began the process 

Pennsylvania was not sexy 
enough, he said. The home 
town setting was moved to the 
Cape. Rather than the sons and 
daughters of miners, the char 
acters were now the sons and 
daughters of fishermen 

A murder brings childhood 
friends together decades later 
Sex and violence of the past and present are 
unescapable memories for Peffer’s new 
found characters. Thus, even the flashbacks 
are told in the present tense 

“It gave me a chance to revisit a night 
mare in my life, then I let it morph into fic 
tion,” said Peffer. “It changed enough that 
it’s not me. He’s not me, but a lot of things 
that happened to him and his friends hap 
pened to me. When I moved the characters 
from Pittsburgh to Cape Cod, it allowed for

Laptop pilot unplugged 


With end of the line for pilot program 


By Ben Hellman 
NDOVER’S EXPERIMENT WITH GIV- 
ING elementary-school students 
their own laptop computers will 
come to an end in June. 

The four-year pilot program put indi- 
vidual laptops into the hands of fourth- 
and fifth-grade students on an everyday 
basis, first at South Elementary School 
and later at West Elementary School. 

To have their children participate in 
the program, parents bought the laptop 
computers themselves 

But some other parents questioned if 
the program was beneficial and whether 
it was fair to offer the opportunity to 
only some students. 

In February, Boston College 
researcher Damien Bebell told the 
School Committee that it was not possi- 
ble to link achievement to the use of lap- 
tops because students were not random- 
ly selected for the program and were not 
pretested. 

Still, throughout its run, the pilot 
received support from the teachers and 
families involved in the program. 

In fact, when West Elementary 
School teacher Charlotte Lynch heard 
she would not be teaching students with 
laptops next year. she decided it is the 
right time to end her 34-year career 

The laptop program was something 
Lynch volunteered for as soon as it 
began at West Elementary. She said she 
watched students become more indepen-

When she learned she would have — grandmother of some of the youngest James said the decision was made based \ 

to return to teaching students without the — teachers at West Elementary, but she has — on finances and equality to all students, James has 

laptops, she said, it “really confirmed my been a supporter of computers in the — as the district cannot afford to offer the — Barber and 

decision.” classroom since personal computers opportunity across a grade or across th future, he said 


Massachusetts School of Law dean 


Law school co-founder pens anti-elitism novel

N? EVEN LAWRENCE VELVEL knows the exact genre 
of his somewhat autobiographical book 

Velvel, the co-founder and dean of Massachusetts 
School of Law at Andover, published Thine Alabaste) 
Cities Gleam in December, a kind of fictionalized mem 
oir, Bildungsroman, roman a clef and polemic rolled into 
one. 

It tells the story of one man’s college and law-school 
years, his legal career and his anti-war activities in the 
1960s and *70s. 

“Fundamentally, it’s really a bunch of stories, tied 
together in the service of ideas,” Velvel said. “But I hope 
at least that the stories are interesting to people.” 

Velvel, 65, said the only similar book he has been 
able to find is Memoirs of an Infantry Man by the Eng 
lish World War I poet Siegfried Sassoon. 

“Sassoon wrote an awful lot of truth in the guise of 
fiction,’ Velvel said. “Unknowingly, I've done some- 
thing pretty close to what Sassoon had done.” 

The new book’s main character is Harry Brohnz, who 
resembles Velvel in many ways. He’s a Jewish lawyer 
who grew up in Chicago, attended Jaw school in the 
1960s, faced anti-Semitism early in his career, worked 
for the Department of Justice, taught in the Midwest and 
repeatedly sued the federal government to try to stop the 
Vietnam War. 

Velvel declined to explain why he lightly fictional- 
ized the book, but the reason may lie in its recounting of 
fraternity hijinks and moral failings by men who went 
on to become influential figures. One of Brohnz’s — ot 
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Velvel’s — frat brothers founded a college, another start 
ed a major Jaw firm and a major sports league, and a 
third became “a very successful banker.” 

Unlike many fictionalized memoirs and truth-based 
novels, however, Velvel has few real. scenes, almost no 
direct dialogue, and an anonymous first-person narrator 
In addition, the narrator appears to have the same politi 
cal and social opinions as Brohnz, and gives voice to 
them frequently. 

“I would send the book to potential publishers o1 
agents, and a lot of them thought it was a novel. One guy 
wrote me back and said, one of the first lessons of writ 


ing anovel is, don’t tell the novel, show the novel. The. 
didn't know what to make of it.” 
Velvel said he wrote Thine Alabaster Cities Gleam 


which takes its ute from the fourth verse of America the 
Beautiful, in part to criticize an educational system hi 
thinks is deeply flawed. The book describes college and 
law students who cheat on tests or pass classes without 
doing any work, and administrators who knowingly turn 
a blind eye to abuses 

It also frequently criticizes Harvard Law School as 
the embodiment of a political and legal establishment 
that favors its own members, giving even the mediocre 
and corrupt ones recognition and good jobs, while freez 
ing out people like Brohnz, a left-wing lawyer who takes 
a job offer from a school in the conservative Midwest 
instead of one in the more liberal Wisconsin 

‘So irony piled on irony,” writes Velvel, who taught 
in Kansas. “Had Brohnz opted for Wisconsin, he would 
soon have been teaching constitutional law, as he

When you are halfway down a 
staircase and holding a grand 
piano, that’s a bad time to learn 
the piano should not have been 
moved after all.

A 38-acre site in Tewksbury 
along Interstate 93 has been 
rezoned by Tewksbury’s Town 
Meeting vote from residential to 
commercial use to clear the way 
for construction of a major shop- 
ping center there.

Business for kids is booming

Soon, Julie Paige will be 
leasing space in downtown 
Andover and offering a full 
range of performing arts classes 
for kids in Andover and the sur- 
rounding communities. Her bur- 
geoning business, the Paige 
Conservatory, offers kids of all 
ages an opportunity to study all 
three critical disciplines of the 
performing arts — acting, dance 
and voice. 

Her business has grown 
quickly, and Paige is surprised 
that what began as a summer- 
time diversion, a way to try out 
teaching while escaping the rig- 
ors of pursuing a professional 
career as a dancer and actress in 
New York City and Los Ange- 
les, has attracted so much inter- 
est in the community. In fact, 
interest has been so high she has 
decided to spend less time pur- 
suing her career as a profession- 
al performer and to devote her- 
self to the conservatory. 

Even though Paige did no 
marketing to publicize her busi- 
ness, she says the students came 
from the start. 

“It was very surprising,” she 
says. “Basically, in that first 
semester, people just kept com- 
ing to me and I was just adding 
classes to the list. I had the plans 
in the back of my head poten- 


tially to have a studio here. And 
then, things just took off here. 
Everything just kind of came to 
me.” 

Paige has learned what many 
other Andover businesses, non- 
profits, and other programs 
know — organizations that cater 
to kids, especially those that 
teach children a skill or help 
them to learn, thrive here. Facil- 
ities such as the Professional 
Center for Child Development 
and the Hallowell Center that 
help prepare children to do bet- 
ter in school are based here. In 
fact, the town of Andover plans 
to sell land to the Professional 
Center for Child Development 
on Osgood Street so that it can 
expand. 

There already are a variety of 
child care centers in town. Yet 
local builder Yvon Cormier’s 
company, Y-Cee Investment 
Trust, wants a variance to build 
a 10,000 square foot day-care 
center, even though town bylaws 
require day-care centers to no 
larger than 3,000 square feet. 

Sports organizations continue 
to grow and multiply, making it 
difficult to find field space at 
times. There are a number of 
arts programs, from Kaleido- 
scope to Children’s Studio for 
the Arts to Merrimack Junior 
Theatre.

Blending cultural traditions can provide 
children with lifelong memories 


(MS) - Since traditional 
ideas about race, prejudice and 
social values were challenged 
during the 1960s, there has been 
a steady growth of interracial 
relationships and interracial 
children in America. Research 
by the US Census Bureau indi- 
cates that the number of children 
living in mixed-race families has 
been increasing during the past 
two decades. There are an esti- 
mated 700,000 multicultural 
families and almost 5 million 
multicultural children in the 
United States, according to sta- 
tistics from the Ohio State Uni- 
versity Family and Consumer 
Sciences program. 

Such diversity can have many 
benefits for children who experi- 
ence two cultures in their own 
home. However, most parents 
have strong feelings about how 
they want to raise their children 
and how their children should 
behave — a fact which can create 
stressful situations for parents 
who come from different back- 
grounds.

“(Remember that) your 
spouse or parenting partner has 
a cultural background, too, and 
may have different traditions," 
says Jane Kostelc, child devel- 
opment specialist at Parents as 
Teachers National Center, an 
early childhood parent educa- 
tion program based in St. Louis. 
“Blending cultural perspectives 
to nurture your child is an 
important part of becoming a 
family,” she says. 

She says people can enrich 
children’s lives with cultural tra- 
ditions, which connect a family 
to its heritage by reflecting eth- 
nic, racial or national back- 
grounds. According to Parents 
as Teachers, learning about the 
family’s cultural heritage can 
give children a sense of identity 
that extends beyond the imme- 
diate family by helping them to 
realize that they are part of a 
larger community. And helping 
children understand their own 
heritage is the first step to teach- 
ing tolerance for others. “Tradi- 
tional celebrations provide an 


opportunity and a context for 
making those cultural connec- 
tions,” Kostelc says. 

It is essential that children 
understand both parents’ tradi- 
tions, so it is important to make 
an effort to bring both cultures 
into the home. A simple way to 
incorporate two sets of tradi- 
tions in a child’s life is to read 
folk tales from both cultures and 
talk about each story. Connect- 
ing with grandparents or older 
relatives is another great way to 
promote a child’s social and 
emotional development. 

Also, look to opportunities 
for children to take part in the 
traditions of other cultures with- 
in the community and discuss 
how the celebrations differ. Hol- 
idays are a great time to find 
cultural activities in the commu- 
nity, but remember that cultural 
learning can occur at any time of 
the year. 

Blending cultural perspec- 
tives can be tricky, but practic- 
ing both parents’ traditions will 
open up a child’s world.

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10 steps to choosin 


(WMS) - “Will my child 
wear them?” “What frames are 
appropriate and durable enough 
to last throughout the year? 

“What about playing sports?” 
These questions and many oth- 
ers are of great concern to many 
parents whose children need 
eyeglasses to correct their 
vision. 

Sometimes the eye doctor 
will make specific recommenda- 
tions about suitable eyeglass 
frames, but often that decision is 
left up to the parents, the child 
and the opticician. But, if one 
visits the optical store fully pre- 
pared and knows what to look 
for, choosing the right pair of 
glasses for a child can be easier 
than imagined. 


Get the right fit for anitinens. 


According to AllAboutVi- 
sion.com, there are 10 key items 
to consider when choosing a 
pair of glasses for a child: 

1. Lens thickness: The pre- 
scription is the primary consid- 
eration in choosing glasses. 
Before looking for the frames, 
consult with the optician. If the 
prescription calls for strong 
lenses that are likely to be thick, 
keep the frames as small as pos- 
sible to eliminate distortion in 
the lenses. 

2. Fashion forward: Most 
kids get teased about their specs, 
especially the first time they 
wear them. Make children more 
comfortable with wearing glass- 
es by allowing them to choose 
their own frames. The optician 
can tell one which frames are 
popular and which are more 
classic styles. 

3. Plastic vs. metal: Chil- 
dren’s frames are made of plas- 
tic or metal (also known as 

“wire”). Both are durable and 
lightweight, making either style 
appropriate. A lot of manufac- 
turers copy adult styles for chil- 
dren’s frames. It is not unusual 
for kids to ask for glasses that 


look just like Mom’s or Dad’s. 

4. Proper bridge fit: Each 
frame must be evaluated indi- 
vidually to make sure it fits a 
child’s smaller nose and not- 
fully-developed bridge. If there 
are any gaps between the bridge 
of the frame and the bridge of 
the nose, the weight of the lens- 
es will make the glasses slide. It 
is important that the glasses stay 
in place, because kids have a 
tendency to look right over the 
tops of the lenses instead of 
pushing slipping glasses back 
into place. The optician is usual- 
ly the best judge of whether a 
frame fits properly. 

5. The right temple style: 
Temples that wrap all the way 
around the back of the ear help 
ensure that the glasses do not 
slide down or drop off a child’s 
face completely. These wrap- 
around temples, called “cable 
temples,” are generally available 
on metal frames and are espe- 
cially helpful to keep glasses in 
place on toddlers. For part-time 
eyeglass wearers, it is better to 
have regular, or “skull,” temples 
that go straight back and then 
curve gently around the back of 
the ear. 

6. Spring hinges: These spe- 
cial hinges allow the temples to 
flex outward, away from the 
frames, without causing any 
damage. Kids are not always 
careful when they put on and 
take off glasses, and the spring 
hinges can help prevent costly 
repairs. They also come in 
handy if the child falls asleep 
with the glasses on, or just has a 
rough day at play. Spring hinges 
are strongly recommended for 
toddlers who sometimes play 
with their glasses. 

7. Lens material: Children’s 
lenses should be made of poly- 
carbonate, because it is the most 
impact-resistant and safest 
material around. (It is actually 
the same plastic that bulletproof 
glass is made of.) Polycarbonate 
has built-in protection against 
potentially damaging ultraviolet 
(UV) rays. It can also be 
scratch-resistant coated, which 
may or may not be included in 
the cost. Stronger prescriptions 
have heavier lenses, but polycar- 
bonate is lighter in weight than 
plastic lenses. 

8. Sports eyewear: If one’s 
kid is involved in sports, a sports 
goggle with a large vertical eye 
opening and polycarbonate lens- 
es will afford the most protec- 
tion against eye injury. Sports 
goggles must be fitted properly 
to provide the maximum 
amount of protection, so consult 


with an eyecare professional 
before making a purchase. 

9, Warranties: Many optical 
retailers offer a warranty plan 
that will replace eyewear at no 
charge or for a minimal fee in 


case of damage to the frames or 
lenses. 

10. Backup pair: If one’s 
child’s vision is so poor that she 
has difficulty functioning with- 
out her glasses, one might want 
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g eyeglasses that children will wear > 


to purchase a backup pair in 
case something happens to the 
primary ones. A sports g goggle 
or prescription sunglasses with- 
out tint can double as a spare 
pair of glasses.

Listen to the real facts about tinnitus 


(MS) — Ringing in the ear, 
known as tinnitus or head noise, 
has been experienced by almost 
everyone at some point in their 
lives. According to the Ameri- 
can Speech-Language Hearing 
Association, tinnitus is the per- 
ception of sound in the ear(s) o1 
head when no external sound is 
present. In addition to ringing, it 
is associated with noises like 
hissing, roaring, pulsing, 
whooshing, chirping, whistling 
and clicking. It can be intermit- 
tent or constant, with single or 
multiple tones, and the volume 
can range from subtle to shatter- 
ing, according to the American 
Tinnitus Association. 

If the ringing does not go 
away or it is an intolerable 
sound, it is time to visit an audi- 
ologist. He or she will ask a 
series of questions about one’s 
tinnitus, such as: 

¢ Which ear is affected? 


¢ Is the ringing constant, or 
does it come at certain times of 
the day? 

* Describe the sound? 

¢ Does the sound have a 
pitch? 

¢ How loud is the sound? 

* Does anything make the 
sound worse? 

Answers to these questions 
will help the audiologist under- 
stand what is causing one’s tin- 
nitus. While the exact cause(s) 
of tinnitus are unknown, it is 
most often associated with 
exposure to loud noises, fol- 
lowed by wax build-up in the 
ear, certain medications, ear or 
sinus infections, jaw misalign- 
ment, cardiovascular disease, 
tumors, migraine, head or neck 
trauma or other medical condi- 
uions. 

The best way to treat tinnitus 
is to eliminate its cause. It 1s 
usually a symptom of a treatable

medical condition, but, often, 
when its cause cannot be found 
or medical treatment is not the 
best course of action, it is man- 
aged with treatment such as 
drug therapy, vitamin therapy. 
biofeedback, hypnosis, electri- 
cal stimulation, relaxation thera- 
py, counseling or other forms of 
management. 

Another treatment is a tinni- 
tus masker, which resembles a 
hearing aid and “masks” or cov- 
ers up the tinnitus with an exter- 
nal noise. The masking noise is 
determined by the pitch, loud- 
ness and other characteristics of 
the tinnitus. 

Since many people say their 
tinnitus is worse at night or in a 
quiet environment, a doctor 
might suggest trying a sound 
machine, fish tank, fan, indoor 
waterfall or low volume music 
to help alleviate one’s discom- 
fort.

about it now.” 

Ferraro’s enterprise began as 
a modest family business with 
just a few kids. But Andover 
area people are resourceful 
about seeking out opportunities 
for their kids, she says. “It’s a 
very close-knit community. The 
parents in the community are 
looking for us.” 

In close collaboration with 
the Chopra Center in San Diego, 
Calif., Little Sprouts is launch- 
ing a new initiative this summer 
— a research project based on 
conscious-based education 
called “Cosmic Kids.” She says 
her business is working on 
designing a curriculum based on 
the Depaak Chopra’s book, Fire 
in the Heart. Ferraro and her 
staff will begin integrating Cos- 
mic Kids into their Little 
Sprouts summer adventure pro- 
gram this summer. 

“| think people are really rec- 
ognizing the value of children 
being self-aware, and being able 
to know what their potential is 
inside,” she says. 

“Let's get these kids to 
express themselves, to connect 
with themselves, to empower 
themselves,” she says. “(It 
involves) teaching kids about 
connecting with themselves, and 
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discovering what is important to 
them in the universe.” 

About two years ago, Carrie 
Milardo began a business in 
Andover called “Fit for Fun.” 
Her business caters to 
preschool-age kids, and 1s 
designed to educate and exercise 
children in a non-competitive 
environment. 

“The more we can get these 
kids involved in activity, the bet- 
ter they're going to do,” she 
says. “The kids see it as all fun 
and games; for them, it’s 45 
minutes of using their imagina- 
tion, creative movements: run- 
ning skipping, jumping, and all 
to music.” 

Milardo says Fit for Fun has 
“taken off” in a short time, even 
though “it’s all been pretty much 
word-of-mouth. The preschools 
in town want to offer compre- 
hensive programs, and if one 
preschool offers a service, 
another will consider doing so, 
too,” she says. 

Arts training 

Programs geared to the arts 
in Andover are plentiful — from 
dance studios such as Andover 
School of Ballet and Le Studio 
Ballet to town programs. They 
are also growing in number. 

The Paige Conservatory grew 
out of Julie Paige’s passion for 
the performing arts. An 


Andover native who grew up 
performing in local productions, 
she knew what sort of programs 
were offered for kids interested 
in performing. She believed, 
with her professional training 
and experience, she was pre- 
pared to offer something unique, 
she says, especially for those 
kids who were dedicated to pur- 
suing the performing arts as a 
career. 

“There was nowhere in 
Andover where you can have 


the three critical disciplines of 


the performing arts all in one 
place,” she says. “I wanted to set 
up a program - different from 
the studios that I had gone 
through as a kid — where you 
really could access all three dis- 
ciplines, sort of at that next level 
of performing. My classes are 
geared toward the kids who have 
a passion at this point.” 

Many of the students who 
attend the conservatory are 
already performing in stage pro- 
ductions in the area. 

Catherine Charlebois, who 
had one of the leading roles in a 
recent Andover High School 
production of Little Shop of 
Horrors and plans to major in 
musical theater, has enrolled in 
several classes at the Paige Con- 
servatory. “I love being on 
stage,” she says. “You step on 
stage and go into a completely
